lluatling R ailroader. 


“ There are people who think yon 
can’t heat a circus man, but I want to 
f. 11 you that the hardest ixtuii to do is a 
live railroad m an.” 
The old sawdust manag er bad tried 
it. lie continued: 
“ Know where Purcell is in the In­ 
dian 
Territory? 
Away , down at the 
jumping off place on the Santa Fe road. 
The show had been at Purcell and we 
wanted to g et out in the nig ht for a 
long run. 
We were g oing to make a 
jump to Kansas City. 
Not far from 
Purcell 
is another town, 
Oklahoma 
City. 
At that point a competing road 
with the Santa Ferun.i in. We had COO 
people, and of course the railroad men 
were after us. It was a big haul. Some 
of our people boug ht through tickets 
from Purcell, and they didn’t worry. 
But about 200, maybe more, of the 
crowd that alw ays hag g les over a 
10 
cent dicker concluded to take the Santa 
Fe from Purcell to Oklahoma City, pay 
the short haul, and then take the com- 
poting line at Oklahoma, the ag< nts of 
which were active and full of promises, 
“ Then the Santa Fe man fixed it so 
the diokerers couldn’t buy any tickets 
from Purcell to Oklahoma, for the train 
we were to go on was a special. 
The 
iiokerers said that was all right; that 
tlmy would wait for the regular. 
In 
less than five minutes a bulletin was 
slapped on the board of the station to 
the effect that the regular Santa Fe was 
12 hours late.

Y ou’ve g ot no orders vu 
stop there nor to slow up, have you? ’ 
“ 
‘N ot ye t.’ 
“ ‘ Well, when you g et to tho edge oi‘ 
tho town you let Lmr go. D on’t stop for 
anything —-flags or teams or 
cattle. 
Scoot through the town at a G5 m ile 
gait, or more if you like, and don’t 
slow up until you strike that strip of 
desolation about 
11 m iles t ’other side 
and you smoke a box of the linest cig ars 
in Chicago. 
Is it a go? ’ 
“ 
‘If I don’t g et no orders ’fore I 
start. ’ 
“ 
‘ Well, yon are five m inutes late 
now ’ 
‘In a m inute, and I calculate it was 
less, the circus special w as under way. 
It went around curves like a scared 
snake. It shot across straig ht lines like 
a g azelle that had 
been 
singed. 
It 
whirled the dust of that country into 
the sky. A lter aw hile w e saw a town. 
Then wo went through it like the w om ­ 
an th at’s shot from the catapult, only 
more so. One of the dickerers, who was 
sm iling to think the conductor had not 
yet come round, asked a brakemau as 
the train was g oing through the street, 
‘ W hat town is this? ’ 
The brakemau 
said, ‘Oklahoma C ity.’ 
“ The dickerer’s sm ile faded as it 
came, as the poet says, and his hair 
stood up, » ud turning to the brakemau 
he says:

Maynard, cut in the left tide by the 
explosion of a cannon 
firecracker. 
Frank Olson, of Wyanet, who attended 
the celebration at Princeton, was an­ 
other victim, he having had his right 
hand split open by the premature ex­ 
plosion of a cannon cracker. 


—The New York Tribune says that 
the »officers of La Burgogne showed 
neither fear nor selfishness. 
They 
went down with their ship like brave 
men. 
But they seem to have had lit­ 
tle or no control over others, thereby 
evincing their lack of qualities India 
pensable to men bearing such responei 
bilities. 
W e believe there are com­ 
manders who would have prevented 
such u hideous display of hum an nature 
at its worst as the decks of La Bur­ 
gogne witnessed. 
It might have been 
necessary to shoot down some of the 
actors in thut tragedy of cowardice 
but the ship and the world would have 
been well rid of them. 


—The battle off Santiago Sunday 
the 3d, in which Commodore Schley 
with his one ship furiously assailed the 
enemy, impeding them until the bat­ 
tleships came up, was really the first 
great test in civilized warfare between 
two heavily armored Jleets. 
In the 
battle of Manila the fleets wore not ar­ 
mored, and In the battle off Yalu river 
the Chinese ships can not bo consid­ 
ered to have been well enough han­ 
dled to form a test. 
Naval construc­ 
tors will find a great deal to study in 
the »naval battlo of [Santiago. 
It 
showed [for one thing the great differ­ 
ence in the quality of armor. 
Schley’s 
flagship, tho Brooklyn, was struck for­ 
ty-five times and was uninjured; while 
the Spanish ships were crushed and 
riddled under the destructive force of 
the American projectiles, which made 
large gaps; and yet t he Spanish ships 
were also well armored. 


—The cruelty and utter lack of chiv­ 
alry displayed by the French sailors in 
the Bourgogne disa.-.teriis only paral­ 
leled by the heartless eelfi.-hness dis­ 
played by the same race in the great 
Paris lire and panic. 
In each disaster 
the brutal men murdered the weaker 
ones to better the chances of saving 
their own worthless lives. 
In this lat­ 
est incident, it seems too horrible that 
but one woman and no childern were 
spared out of the three hundred. 
By 
the heroism of her#Americanized hus­ 
band, one woman was saved. 
Of w h at 
valuo is the surface politeness, if there 
be 
lacking 
the 
inner 
chivalry 
of the soul. 
But this inbred feel­ 
ing, 
which impels 
all 
true born 
Americans or Britons to a defense and 
protection of the weak, seems to bo ut­ 
terly lacking in the1 degenerate Latin 
races of these modern days. 
Its place 
seems to have been usurped by a love 
of oppression, and bloody spectacles, 
bull fights and the slaughter and de­ 
struction of the weak. 
Doubtless it is 
thif fellow-feeling that has so strongly 
called out tho French sympathy for tho 
Spaniards 
in the present struggle. 
Had the Bourgogne been an English or 
American vessel, there might have 
been a showing of fewer men saved, 
but there would surely have been very 
many women and children saved.
